6. To see if the Town will vote to build a winter road from 
the trunk line to Bowman station and appropriate $300 for the 
same. 


7. To raise $2,836.92 for street lights as per contract with the 
Twin State Gas & Electric Company and make appropriation for 
the same. 

8. To raise $530 to pay interest on long and short term notes 
and make an appropriation for the same. 


9. To raise $250 for the care of the cemetery and resetting 
memorial tablets, and make appropriation for the same.

10. To see if the Town will vote to raise $75 for the support 
of Town Library for the ensuing year, and make appropriation 
for the same. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to make a library of the 
schoolhouse in District 1, providing the building can be leased 
from the School District, and make appropriation of $300 for the 
same.
